OMMENCEMENTS at Juniata 

College come and go, yet each 
has its individual characteristics 
which set it apart from the rest. 
The 1943 commencement is par- 
ticularly different because it marks 
the close of the presidency of Dr. 
Charles Calvert Ellis. 


President Ellis has been so 
closely lined with Juniata over 
so many years, as student, teacher, 
president, that it is difficult for 
most of us to conceive of a Juniata 
without him. Fortunately Dr. and 
Mrs. Ellis will remain in Hunting- 
don after retirement. 


This is also the second regular 
commencement for Juniata since 
Pearl Harbor. Many of our boys 
have already answered the call and 
even more will not return to col- 
lege next Fall. Four members of 
the present graduating class have 
been inducted into the armed 
forces during their last term and 
will receive their degrees in ab- 
sentia. The remaining men will 
enter the services immediately 
after graduation, enter graduate 
school or accept technical positions 
in industry. 

An unusually fine group of 
speakers will make the addresses 
over commencement week-end 
this year. Dr. William Pearson 
Tolley, chancellor of Syracuse Uni- 
versity and president of the As- 
sociation of American Colleges 
will give the commencement 
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address on Monday morning. Dr. 
Francis Harvey Green, 731, LL. D., 
headmaster of the Pennington 
School for Boys, will be the alumni 
luncheon speaker at noon Satur- 
day, and Col. Henry W. Shoe- 
maker, 717, Litt.D., state archivist 
and publisher of the Altoona 
Tribune, will speak at the Friends 
of the Library tea on the same day. 
Dr. C. Hans Evans, ’33, will be the 
Sunday evening vesper speaker. 





Another outstanding feature of 
the 1943 commencement is the 
presentation of three honorary 
degrees. Juniata has always been 
very careful, even stringent in 
granting honorary degrees, and 
this year’s recipients measure up 
to the fine standard set by the em1- 
nent personages so honored previ- 
ously. William S. Livengood, Jr., 
Pennsylvania secretary of internal 
affairs and past president of the 
Juniata College Alumni Associa- 
tion, Professor John Baker of Har- 
vard University, a trustee of Juni- 
ata College, and President V. F. 
Schwalm of Manchester College 
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will receive the honorary degrees. 

With the exception of the omis- 
sion of the Shakespearean produc- 
tion on Saturday evening and the 
oratorio on Sunday evening, the 
commencement program will pro- 
ceed much as usual. Other events 
will be substituted on Saturday 
and Sunday evening.

Snider, ’48, assisted by Miss Evelyn 
Springer, 44, will be presented in 
Oller Hall on Friday evening, May 
28, at 8:30 o’clock. 


A full interesting Alumni Day 
program has been arranged for 
saturday.

Herman F. Scholl, will present a 
concert at 8:30 o’clock in Oller 
Hall. The Senior Class Exercises 
will follow the concert. 


On Sunday morning at 10:30 
o’clock, President Ellis will de- 
liver his last baccalaureate sermon 
as president of the college.

HANCELLOR William Pear- 

son Tolley of Syracuse Uni- 
versity, president of the Associa- 
tion of American Colleges and 
former president of Allegheny 
College will deliver the com- 
mencement address on Monday 
morning at 10:30 o’clock in Oller 
Hall. 


Seventy-three seniors will be 
candidates for degrees at this or 
the Summer Session commence- 
ment. Sixty individuals will prob- 
ably receive their degrees at the 
Spring exercises, while thirteen 
seniors, needing one or more addi- 
tional courses, will be candidates 
for degrees at the close of the Sum- 
mer Session. Four members of the 
senior class, Charles Catherman, 
James Heath, Robert Woy, and J. 
Garwood Holsinger have already 
been called into the Army and will 
receive their degrees in absentia. 
Five students, under the acceler- 
ated program were able to earn 
their degrees by the close of the 
mid-year in February. 


Dr. Tolley, a native of Pennsyl- 
vania, was known as the youngest 
college president in the United 
States when in 1931 at the age of 
30 he accepted the presidency of 
Allegheny College, where he 
served until going to Syracuse in 
september of 1942. 


Following his acceptance of the 
presidency of Allegheny College 
in 1931, Dr. Tolley rapidly became 
a national figure in higher educa- 
tion. From 1932 to 1936, and 
since 1938, he has been a member 
of the University Senate of the 
Methodist Church. For six years

he served as secretary-treasurer of 
the College Presidents Association 


of Pennsylvania and was president 
at the time of his election to the 
chancellorship at Syracuse. 

Dr. Tolley’s services in bring- 
ing to a successful conclusion the 
long negotiations between the As- 
sociation of American Colleges and 
the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors concerning the 
tenure of college professors 
brought him national prominence 
in the education field. He was 
elected last Fall to serve as presi- 
dent of the Association of Ameri- 
can Colleges. Recently he was ap- 
pointed a member of the advisory 
council to the War Manpower 
Commission in Washington.

R. Francis Harvey Green, ’31, 
the alumni luncheon speak- 
er, is the headmaster of the Penn- 
ington School for Boys and widely- 
known as a lecturer and author.

He attended West Chester State 
Teachers College and Amherst 
College. As a student at Harvard 
University, Dr. Green met the late 
Dr. I. Harvey Brumbaugh, and a 
lifelong friendship was formed. 
Dickinson College conferred upon 
him the M. A. degree, Temple gave 
him the Litt.D. degree, while Juni- 
ata granted him the LL.D. 


Dr. Green went from Juniata to 
West Chester State Teachers Col- 
lege, where he was professor of 


English. In 1921 he became head-. -: 


master of the Pennington School, 
where he is serving at present. 


Dr. Green has been called “an 
outstanding educator of America, 
who has devoted his life to the best 
things, to the training of the coun- 
try’s youth.” He has written “What 
They Say, Day By Day” and “Quo- 
tations From Great Authors.” An 
eloquent public speaker, Dr. Green 
has lectured at Juniata on numer- 
ous occasions. He is the friend of 
most of the great literary people 
of today, both in the United States 
and abroad. His home is a verit- 
able museum of rare books, manu- 
scripts and autographs. Recently 
he presented to the Pennington 
School a book containing several 
thousand autographs of famous 
personages.

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THe JuNIATA SPorTS PARADE 


It may be a spring of green per- 
formers and rusty coaches on the 
Juniata campus, but the little 
school on College Hill has man- 
aged to maintain its reputation as 
a giant-killer despite all difficul- 
ties. With the baseball season still 
incomplete, the Blue and Gold tos- 
sers have already made their mark 
in Pennsylvania inter-collegiate 
ranks, and Bill Thorn, ace senior 
trackman, has brought J. C. to the 
fore in cinder-path ranks despite 
a drastically curtailed season. 


With Dr. Edgar Kiracofe han- 
dling the coaching reins, and six 
frosh filling starting posts, the 
diamond men have already chalk- 
ed up triumphs over the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh and Bucknell, 
enough to satisfy their most ardent 
fan. The Indians now have a mark 
of three and three, having split 
with Elizabethtown and dropped 
single contests to Penn State and 
Bucknell. A return game with 
Pitt and another brace of tilts 
with Elizabethtown remain on 
their schedule. 

The story of track competition, 
though much shorter, carries just 
as much punch. Juniata athletes 
have competed only twice this 
year, both times in big carnivals, 
but they’ve written their names on 
the records. Bill Thorn, spring- 
footed high jumper, made his first 
appearance of the year at the Penn 
Relay Carnival, and finished sixth 
in a field of 35 jumpers. His leap of 
6 feet 2 inches equalled the Juniata 
record he set last year. Columbia’s 
famed Bill Vessie just nipped 
Thorn for fifth place in the event. 
Both men cleared the same height, 
but Vessie was awarded the place 
by virtue of one less miss. Thorn 
came into his own at the Middle 
Atlantic States Conference meet, 
however, by capturing the high 
jump with an effort of 6 feet. He 
also finished second in the 120-yard 
high hurdles, pushing Bucknell’s 
schnure to a new record for the 
event, 15 seconds flat. Thorn was 
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clocked in 15.1 which is three- 
tenths of a second under the Juni- 
ata record for the event. His per- 
formances gave Juniata seventh 
place in a twelve-college meet, 
and his high jump victory marked 
the first time a Juniata man has 
won at the Middle Atlantics since 
1939 when Don Snider copped the 
440. 


A more complete look at the 
baseball season reveals a story of 
top-notch performance on the part 
of an almost completely inexperi- 
enced outfit. The Indians showed 
their lack of savvy and poise in 
dropping three games they might 
have won, but they more than re- 
deemed themselves by pulling the 
Pitt and Bucknell games out of

the fire, and by handing Elizabeth- 
town a shutout. The opening tilt 
of the season found the charges of 
Dr. Kiracofe crossing bats with 
Penn State, and only a shaky start 
cost them a win over the Nittany 
Lions. Trailing 6-0 after the first 
two frames, the Indians put a 
scare into their foes in the later 
innings but were nosed out, 8-5. 
At that they outhit the winners, 
10-7. | 

Coming through with plenty of 
stuff when the chips were down, 
the locals pulled the surprise of 
the year in their next fray by top- 
ping Pitt, 3-7. The Panthers had 
an 8-0 lead as late as the eighth in- 
ning, but it wasn’t enough. Five
